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THE TRIAL OF EMMA GOLDMAN 


PRELIMINARY HEARING IN CHICAGO 


POSTPONED BY STATE UNTIL SEPT. 19 


= =— 
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The Woman Demands Release 
on Bail and Court Takes 
Question Under 


Advisement. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 11.—Magistrate 
Prindiville today granted a continuance 
till Sept. 19 in the case of Emma Gold- 
man, who was arrested here yesterday. 

City Prosecutor Owens stated that 
the prisoner was charged with conspir- 
acy to murder the President, and that, 
therefore. he desired that she be held 
without bail. 

Miss Goldman was not, represented 
by counsel, but declared she was ready 


to proceed with the hearing. When the 


court granted the continuance she said 
she wanted to be allowed her freedom 
under bond. The magistrate said as the 
latest bulletin indicated that the distin- 
guished patient at Buffalo was on the 
high road to recovery, he would consid- 
er the matter of bail further, and would 
announce his decision later. 

Miss Goldman appeared in court at 
®:30 a. m., under the escort of Matron 
Keegan. She seemed surprised that no 
lawyer was there to take up her defense, 
and glanced uneasily about the roomful 
of uncouth prisoners and curious specta- 
tors. She asked for Lawyers Saltiel and 
Rrown, both of whom have been en- 
gaged in doing the legal work of the lo- 
cal anarchists arrested last Friday. They 
were not in court, and Justice Prindi- 
ville said he would wait a reasonable 
time for them to appear. 

Although the telephone was kept busy 
an hour @lapsed and the lawyers were 
still absent. Chief of Detectives Coller-

ceed. It took only a few minutes, and 
then Miss Goldman was led back to her 
room in the woman's annex. 

She looked tired and worn, and there 
were evidences of nervousness in her 
marmner. She was dressed as she 
yesterday, in a shirtwaist and walking 
skirt. When Prosecutor Owens repeated 
the charge against her she flushed and 
then smiled. 

“T asked the chief of police last night 
to have Lawyer Leopold Saltiel sent to 
me,” she said. “I guess he must have 
forgotten it. I expected that my friends 
would have been busy in my behalf, for- 
get.ng that most of them have been 
locked up in this nation-wide dragnet 
which the police have flung out.”

CHICAGO, Sept. 11.—The following 
statement was made to the Post-Dis- 
patch representative by Emma Goldman, 
who is under arrest, charged with con- 
spiracy to assassinate President Mc- 
Kinley: 


EMMA GOLDMAN'S STATEMENT. 

“I suppose you want to know what I 
know of this Czolgosz. Well, I had 
been visiting friends here in Chicago 
for five weeks during June and July. 
Part of the time I stopped at the home 
of Mr. Isaaks, editor of Free Society, 
at 515 Carroll avenue. 

“$ left on the evening of July 12 for 
Buffalo. That was the evermng I met 
this fellow. 
home. I did not see him until I was 
ready to go to the station. Then he 
came up and spoke to me and said he 
had heard me lecture in Cleveland. I 
believe he said he was a reader of Free 
Society. | 

“When he took the car I sat inside 
and he stood outside on the platform. 

He was praising 
my lectures. He did not speak about 
plots or make any threats against the 


life of McKinley. I never saw him be- 
fore and haven't seen him since.”

RUMOR THAT = 
CZOLGOSZ HAS 
CONFESSED THE PLOT. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 11.—The city is 
filled with rumors that Leon F. Czolgosz 
has confessed to the police that his at- 
tempt upon the life of President McKinley 
was the result of a conspiracy, in which 
many besides himself had a part. So far 
as can be learned, Czolgosz has refused to 
mention any name except that of Emma 
Goldman, but it is said that papers are in 
existence which, if they can be discovered, 
will lay bare the entire conspiracy and 
will result in wholesale arrests, followed 
by prosecutions. Although Emma _ Gold- 
man was arrested in Chicago, it ls prob- 
able that she will be* brought to Buffalo 
for trial. The center of the conspiracy is 
here. Buffalo is filled literally to overfiow- 
ing with agents of the secret service. A 
search is being made of every sewer that 


underlies the city, for it is known that in 
one of them is a package of papers col- 
taining the details of the conspiracy 
the names of those concerned with (Czolgosz 
in the plot, together with an outline of its 
ramifications.

CHEERING REPORTS

Y., Sept. 11.—The doctors arried for the 
morning consultation at 8:30. Dr. Park 
said before he entered the Milburn resi- 
dence that if alarming stories had gone 
abroad as a result of last night's opera- 
tion, they were entirely ainwaranted. Ev- 
erythin, he declared, was going satis- 
factorily.

Question of 
Woman’s Trial. 

Obstacles confront the federal and state 
authorities in Chicago in the possible pros- 
ecution of Emma Goldman. It is the opin- 
ion of several lawyers that she cannot be 
take. for trial in New York unless she and 
Czolgosz are charged with the offense un- 
der the federal statutes. The suggestion 
that the assassin must be tried under the 
state laws of New York for assault with 
intent to kill, would, it is said, preclude the 
possibility of Miss Goldman's being extra- 
dited as an accessory before the fact, as 
her alleged incendiary statements were not 
made in New York and is not a fugitive 
from justice from that state. 

It is stated, however, that she and (Czol- 
qoee might be charged with an offense un-

The 
enforcement of this statute against Miss 
Goldman and Czolgosz would, it is said, 
permit of the former's extradition from any 
state. 

She Was Betrayed 
By a Woman. 

The ‘‘tip’’ that caused the arrest of Miss 
Goldman came from a@ woman. She lives 
close to the Norris flat in Sheffield avenue, 
and while not an anarchist, is acquainted 
with many of them. She saw Emma Gold.- 
man enter the flat yesterday, and while 
not certain of her identity, suspected it. 
This morning she saw the Goldman woman 
again, and instantly hastened to police 
headquarters with the information. 

Charles Goldsmith Norris with his moth-

EIGHT MILES iN LENGTH 


FOR FIVE HOURS THE VETERANS 


OF ’61 PASSED ALONG IN LINE. 


Heartfelt Tribute of Cheers Met the 
Battle-Scarred Men as They 
Tramped Along the Streets 
of Cleveland. 


CLEVELAND, 0O., Sept. 11.—Notwith- 
standing lowering clouds that constantly 
threatened a downpour of rain throughout 
the morning, the grand parade of the 
thirty-fifth national encampment of the G. 
A. R. was viewed by- almost the entire 
population of 100,000 people of this city 
and nearly doubled by the visitors. 

The parade started soon after 10 o'clock 
and moved for five hours. Ohio, the last 
in line, did not start until! long after noon. 

Before half the procession had formed 
the advance departments had already fin- 
ished and disbanded. The thousands of 
people in the reviewing stands and on the 
grandstands which lined Bond street, in 
the Court of Honor, saw a continuous pa- 
rade six or eight miles long pass. The en- 
thusiasm cannot be portrayed in a word 
picture. 

It was a spontaneous, heartfelt, genuine, 


enthusiastic tribute on the part of the pa- 


triotic and appreciative people of the sac- 
rifice made and danger faced by the pa- 
triotsw ho 40 years ago welded the coun- 
try tn renewed bonds of love and union, 
which have resulted in the greatest and 
most progressive nation the world has ever 
known. 

As the ranks of the veterans passed, 
state by state, department by department, 
cheers and applause were renewed, and 
the sight of the tattered battle flags filled 
the hearts of the people almost to the 
point of bursting.
